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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 3 is incomplete and thus indefinite because it 
is dependent on the cancelled claim 2. Claims 4-8 are also rejected in that they are 
directly or indirectly dependent on claim 3 and thus inherit the deficiency above. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

The rejections of Claims 18-19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) made in the prior office 
action is repeated. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/17/08 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant has traversed the rejection by arguing that the Japan 
document JP '909 fails to disclose that each reflection pane of the polygon mirror 
corresponds to at least one change in a scanning direction of coherent light on the 
screen during each rotation of the polygon; However, the argued feature is not recited in 
the amended claim 18. The amended claim 18 does not recite each reflection pane of 
the polygon mirror corresponds to at least one change in a scanning direction of 
coherent light on the screen during each rotation of the polygon mirror (the 
Examiner's emphasis). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 12-15 are allowed. 

Claims 4-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Note that claims 12-15 have been rejoined with the elected invention by the 
Examiner; and that 

Claims 9-1 1 will not be rejoined with the elected invention because they contain 
the feature which is contradict to the feature recited in claim 1 of the elected invention. 
Claim 1 recites an optical path formation part for receiving the coherent light from 
the polygon mirror while claim 9 recites said optical path formation part has a high- 
speed deflector for deflecting a single beam of coherent light applied to one reflection 
plane of the polygon mirror to generate plural beams, and outputting the plural beams 
to the polygon mirror.
